Raising the Bar 

Will a jury signal to cops it’s wrong to harass citizens 

videotaping their actions?

I n Orange County, one outcome is as 
sure as a 5 p.m. traffic jam on the 5, 91, 
55, 22, 57 and 405, Republican control 
of the Newport Beach city council, and 
a grotesque sewer spill at Doheny State 
Beach: Some cops 
are going to falsify 
official reports to 
frame innocent 
citizens. 

I long ago 
stopped count¬ 
ing the number of 
times officers have 
been caught lying 
by irrefutable evi¬ 
dence and then, as 
if the corruption is 
a badge of honor, 

climb in rank in their various police 
agencies. Sometimes such a case involves 
simply omitting exculpatory facts from 
reports. For example, in 2009 a South 
County housewife who had led a crime- 
free life found her world turned upside 
down when a deputy arrested her for 
shoplifting a $100 jar of face cream. The 
cop didn’t report that a store surveillance 
recording he had watched had disproved 
the crime. 

A year later, two cops verified a bur¬ 
glary suspect’s alibi, but didn’t make any 
notes of that crucial information in their 
arrest reports. In hopes of sending the 
man away to prison, those officers later 
repeatedly assured a jury they knew of 
no alibi. After a bombshell, contradictory 
recording emerged of the officers dis¬ 
covering the alibi was truthful, both cops 
claimed temporary amnesia. 

Some cop cheating involves the use 
of force. In 2008, a group of officers 
witnessed a white cop unnecessarily 
fire three, painful Taser blasts into a 
handcuffed, Latino suspect, who’d been 
restrained in the back of a patrol car. At 
the excessive force trial, all the cop wit¬ 
nesses disavowed their original, recorded 
observations made to a grand jury so that 
the jury would acquit the shooter. 

In October 2010—eight months before 
Fullerton cops took action that gained 
them international shame by savagely 
killing Kelly Thomas—there was another, 
less sensational but still potent police 
brutality incident in that city. 

At about 2 a.m. one weekend night, 
officer Jonathan Miller stopped Sokha 
Leng outside of a bar. Miller threw Leng, 
who’d been in a verbal dispute with 
another man, down to the street and 
pounced on him for not obeying his com¬ 
mands. Veth Mam, one of Leng’s Cambo¬ 
dian friends, pulled out his iPhone and 
began recording what he considered to 
be excessive force. 

(Despite continual attempts by police 


to scare citizens into not filming their 
acts, they have no right to make such a 
demand, a position firmly backed by the 
U.S. Department of Justice.) 

The video shows Miller in control of 
Leng, a crowd—including Mam—yelling 
at officers to calm down and about eight 
other cops (including Frank Nguyen, 
Ricardo Reynoso, Kenton Hampton and 
Daniel Solorio) forming a protective 
human shield while telling observers to 
“back up.” 

To this point, all is relatively fine. Citi¬ 
zens were voicing their constitutionally 
protected freedom to express displeasure 
at questionable police violence. In the 
midst of a potential crisis, police—though 
fully armed and waiving Taser guns— 
demanded fairly that observers give them 
additional room to perform their duties. 

But then Hampton—one of the six 
cops who’d later play a minor role in the 
Thomas beating—decided to approach 
the onlookers, singled out Mam, 
knocked the recording phone out of his 
hand, kicked him down to the street 
and handcuffed him. One of Mam’s 
friend’s, Denserey Tim, picked up the 
phone and continued recording. 

Based on that sequence of 
events, Hampton arrested Mam, 
threw him in the Fullerton jail, 
and then had him transferred 
to county lockup for several 
days until deputies allowed 
him to post bail just before 
he was set to go to work 
on Monday morning. As 
the cops at the scene that 
night officially recorded 
their observations, they 
swore under oath and in 
writing that they posi¬ 
tively saw Mam commit 
three crimes that justified 
his arrest: obstructing a 
police officer, assaulting a 
police officer and “lynching” 
a police officer. 

Officer Nguyen claimed 
he observed Mam “jump 
on Officer Miller’s back” 
and “wrap his hands 
around Miller’s neck 
and tried to choke 
him.” Who knows 
what could have hap¬ 
pened if Nguyen 
hadn’t been there 
to be the hero? He 
documented his 
own bravery by 
asserting he 
was the one 
who saved 
his colleague 
from Mam. 


Nguyen wrote his police report—one 
that oddly failed to mention even a hint 
of Hampton’s assault or handcuffing 
of Mam—without knowing that Mam’s 
video would later surface and annihilate 
his credibility. For his part, Hampton 
didn’t file any report, a move that violated 
procedures. Officers who’ve engaged 
in physical contact with a citizen are 
required to document the incident. 

Despite the fictional and missing 
reports, the case proceeded to trial, 
where prosecutor Rebecca Reed finally 
saw the video and showed it to Nguyen. 
The officer still refused to concede 
the obvious. Instead, he concocted an 
amended but still preposterous tale of 


acted physically threatening to the cops, 
Hampton bypassed several individuals 
who were closer to Miller (but weren’t 
recording the incident) to get to Mam. 

A July 2011 jury handed the Fuller¬ 
ton PD and Reed a defeat; the following 
month Mam filed a federal lawsuit alleg¬ 
ing that the officers, acting essentially as 
a gang of dishonest thugs with badges, 
had violated his constitutional rights. In 
a deposition, Nguyen changed his story 
once again. The newest version is that he 
must have seen someone choke Miller, 
but it wasn’t Mam. 

Lawyers for the police have strenu¬ 
ously attempted to crush the lawsuit 
before it reaches a jury. To their delight, 
U.S. District Court Judge Josephine 
Staton Tucker has weak-

events that no 
other witness 
saw: Mam choked 
Miller before the 
iPhone recording and 
then had been allowed 
to walk unimpeded back 
into the crowd without 
consequence. 

(Back in reality: Try chok¬ 
ing a cop and see how long it 
takes to face attempted murder 
charges.) 

According to Garo Mardiros- 
sian and Thomas E. Beck, Mam’s 
civil lawyers, Hampton targeted 
their client because he was angry 
that police actions were being 
recorded. As evidence, they noted 
that, while nobody in the crowd 


in several respects by deciding, for 
example, to dismiss a conspiracy count 
against the cops. But Tucker also noted 
Nguyen’s numerous, brazen flip-flops, 
glaring inconsistencies in each of the 
officers’ versions of events and declared 
that Nguyen and Miller lied on the wit¬ 
ness stand at Mam’s criminal trial. 

“A trier-of-fact could determine that, 
when confronted with the physical 
impossibility of Mam being both [her 
emphasis] the person taking the video 
and the person in the video, Nguyen and 
Miller deliberately testified falsely at 
Mam’s criminal trial and misled [pros¬ 
ecutor] Reed to sustain the prosecution,” 
the judge ruled in granting the plaintiff’s 
complaint of malicious prosecution. 
“Their fabrication caused the action to 
be maintained when it otherwise would 
have been dismissed.” 

In coming weeks—unless the police 
finally concede to a pre-trial settlement— 
a jury inside Santa Ana’s Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse will decide if they 
want to hold the Fullerton cops account¬ 
able for their actions. But, despite evi¬ 
dence for Mam’s lawsuit, the outcome 
isn’t guaranteed. Federal juries in Orange 
County are notoriously sympathetic to 
cops—most especially when their victim 
has dark skin.

DEAR MEXICAN: 

Please explain to me 
why so many mexi- 
canas seem to think 
it more important to 
stay home and baby-sit 
than to attend school (so

in high school), I have faced "absent on 
account of child care" as the leading excuse 
for non-attendance and truancy among my 
mexicana students. Please note that these 
are not the young women's children; often, 
they are not even the children of the nuclear 
family. Consider as well that this is a rare- 
to-nonexistent excuse among any other 
student group (in other words, this does 
not come up among diverse Latina or other 
populations).

"Edu¬ 
cational research, policy and practice have 
much to learn from grassroots, community- 
based organizations that directly battle with 
the social struggles in urban communities," 
Rodriguez and Conchas concluded. "Educators 
must assess the factors and influences within 
community-based organizations that motivate 
truant young people as a means to build stron¬ 
ger bonds across institutions."

I knew before 
I went to the new LinX in Orange 
that whatever sausage I encountered 
would be nestled in Dean Kim’s hot-dog 
bun from O.C. Baking Co. I’ve had these 
buns before, the very best to eat with 
any cylindrically shaped object made of 
meat—even Vienna sausages out of a can 
would attain greatness. Kim’s bread is 
fluffy, with just the right amount of pull 
in the dough, the interior crumb of a 
sweet Hawaiian roll and a browned outer 
crust taut enough to repel buckshot. 

Scott Brandon, the chef and owner 
behind LinX, knows as well as anyone 
how very good Kim’s bread is. He sources 
three kinds of rolls: a plain potato, a 
pretzel encrusted with coarse salt, and a 
poppyseed that’s used exclusively for a 
Chicago-inspired hot dog. But Brandon 
recognizes his primary job at LinX is to 
bring Kim’s buns and Paddy Glennon’s 
sausages from Europa Specialty together 
and, in his words, “just not fuck up their 
hard work.” He griddles the outside sur¬ 
faces of the bread with butter as though 
he were making grilled cheese. The sau¬ 
sages—especially the thick, juice-spurt¬ 
ing, cheese-oozing Sicilian—are scored 
with a dozen shallow slits before roasted 
to a glassy sheen. 

When Brandon’s toppings are piled 
on, you realize they’re just the frame on 
the artwork—and sometimes, not even a 
requirement. I ate the Sicilian “naked,” 
just bread and sausage. Yet even Brandon 
seems to recognize that these premium 
tube steaks, the kielbasa and chicken 


Florentine included, can and should be 
eaten as is. He does not include them on 
his main list of “Haute LinX,” for which 
he upgrades mostly frankfurters with a 
preprescribed number of toppings. 

Whatever sausage sandwich you end 
up with, expect your fingers to get greasy 
and your napkins thoroughly soiled, 
especially if you get one embellished 
with a few of the 30 house-made sauces 
and adornments. You don’t consume 
LinX’s sandwiches as much as you spe- 
lunk with them. Point the business end 
of the hot dog toward your mouth, and 
the toppings will reach to the tip of your 
nose. You’ll spend a good minute seek¬ 
ing the best possible angle to maneuver 
your lips around it. A common practice 
is to take a fork and tamp down the top¬ 
pings, spreading the homemade relishes, 
the near-liquefied grilled onions and 
the mustards evenly inside the bun and 
around the dog. Even still, if the sausage 
is particularly thick and the bun is slit 
too deeply, there will be times when the 
whole thing falls apart. Knife and fork it 
if you have to; Brandon’s sandwiches are 
possibly the most thoughtfully crafted 
dogs I’ve encountered, including those 
from the late, great Valhalla Table, which 
was the last sausage house around these 
parts to be inspired by LA’s Wurstkuche. 

Despite the craft-beer selection, the 
quirky bottled sodas, the communal 
tables and the Belgian frites with an array 
of froufrou dipping sauces, Brandon is 
less interested in copying Wurstkuche 
than he is in paying homage to America’s 
venerated hot-dog styles. He steams his 


franks for a New York Dirty Water Dog. 
For his Chicago Dawg, he slathers on a 
neon-green relish, then showers it with 
celery salt. And as a nod to New Jersey, 
he offers “The Ripper,” for which the dog 
is deep-fried until the casing bursts open. 
He smears it with an interpretation of 
the legendary Rutt Hut’s mustard relish— 
a yellow, baby-food mush of wondrous 
flavor and piquancy. Next time I will ask 
to turn mine into a “Cremator,” a name 
Rutt Hut uses to describe a wiener that’s 
burnt-fried to a near-jerky state. 

Before LinX, I last ate Brandon’s cook¬ 
ing when he was the chef at Corona Del 
Mar’s Crowbar & Kitchen. So I expected 
nothing less than gourmet overkill on 
even something called the T. J. Street 
Dog: a shower of bacon, a slathering of 
very good guacamole, a mayo spiked 
with chorizo, and carrots in a giardiniera 
relish chopped so finely it would techni¬ 
cally be called a brunoise. The only thing 
I didn’t care for were the fries. Cut into 
Belgian frite-spears from actual potatoes 
and double-fried, they’re still lamenta¬ 
bly limp and soggy. I much prefer the 
crispier duck fries Brandon used to make 
at Crowbar. But really, who needs more 
carbohydrates? Those wonderful buns 
are all the carbs you need to consume 
here.

hen you bite into the soft knafeh 
at Knafeh Cafe in Anaheim, you're 
going to see stars, unicorns and rainbows 
in your eyes, and you'll probably start talk¬ 
ing to the wall, as well. This is the sweetest 
thing in Orange County right now, but it's 
not some overwrought sugar rush; it's as 
richly multilayered as the Hadiths. A dust¬ 
ing of pistachios, a spread of red sweet¬ 
ness, a cascade of orange blossom and 
a crisped top of semolina dough covers a 
slightly melted chunk of Nabulsi cheese, 
made from sheep's milk, the slightest bit 
salty and turning to the consistency of 
custard when melted. For five bucks, you'll 
get a chunk as large as a plate, as filling 
as a burrito, and you'll feel the excitement 
that is modern-day Orange County. 

Knafeh Cafe has been the go-to spot in 
Little Arabia since opening earlierthis year, 
with Middle Easterners of all ethnicities 
and religions flocking to the increasingly 
pretty strip mall that is home to it and the 
fabulous Iraqi restaurant AITannour. The 
knafeh is what largely draws people in, 
made fresh every morning and displayed 
on a tray that empties by midmorning, gets 
refilled, and then gets emptied again. But 
the dive isn't just the sum of its namesake; 
it's the best Middle Eastern bakery in the 
county, not only offering the expected 
(you'll find more styles of baklava here 
than you even knew existed) or even the 
somewhat known (the maamouls, sugar 
cookies stuffed with a spread of—take 
your pick—walnuts, dates or pistachios), 
but also multiple specials that skip across 
the Levantine, from Jordan to Syria, Leba¬ 
non to Palestine, where family members 
own a bakery legendary for its own knafeh. 
What to get? Everything—and go every 
day, as the bakers confect said specials 
according to what they feel like making. 

But the knafeh will be there for sure, in 
both soft and hard (dough crisped even 
more) versions, each stupendous. As it 
stands, the place only sells desserts and 
hot drinks—Knafeh's dining room, while 
well-kept, is really just tables, a soda case 
that keeps to-go puddings, a display case 
in which all the sweets sit, and that per¬ 
petually emptying knafeh platter. The own¬ 
ers also have plans to start offering falafel 
sandwiches—"because we have the best 
falafel recipe around," the nice lady in the 
hijabtold me lasttime I visited. "But we 
have to perfect the knafeh first." You mean 
the knafeh isn't at its best yet? That's like 
saying Mike Trout has some work to do.

Two Restaurants, 

One Chef 

Walter Cotta of Alegria and L’Opera 


W e’ve heard of chefs operat¬ 
ing multiple restaurants, but 
who frequents more than one 
daily? If the two concepts are on the same 
stretch of Pine Avenue in Long Beach, the 
answer is Walter Cotta. Depending on the 
time of day, Cotta will bounce between 
the Latin flair of Alegria and Italian hos¬ 
pitality in L’Opera. He manages to stay 
put for this chef interview, engaging us 
with his modest demeanor. 

Tell us about the cuisine at each restaurant. 
L’Opera features a menu of Northern 
Italian cuisine, using only fresh fish from 
local markets, prime-grade beef, New 
Zealand lamb and free-range chicken. All 
pastas and breads are made daily on the 
premises, and we have an unparallelled 
selection of beautifully crafted desserts. 
Alegria features menu items represent¬ 
ing all parts of Latin America, including 
Mexican chicken mole, Spanish paella 
Valenciana, Brazilian sweet rotisserie 
chicken and Cuban pork. 

What do you recommend for first-timers at 
each location? 

Cappellacci di zucca at L’Opera, and 
paella Valenciana at Alegria. 

Were you hired to both restaurants at the 
same time , or did you start at one , then 
take over the other? 

I was initially hired at L’Opera as a line 
cook and quickly moved up to sous chef. 
From there, I was named executive chef 
at L’Opera, then eventually at Alegria. 
With two distinct cuisines, do you run your 
kitchens the same? 

I run them very differently. At L’Opera, 
it’s a larger space and a larger menu, so I 
have more sous chefs. Alegria is smaller, 
so I don’t need as many staff. But the 
quality at both is the same. 

How does the clientele differ between 
your restaurants?

Wine of the Month: April 

CASTELLO Dl VOLPAIA 2009 
‘CITTO’TUSCANY $ 7.99 [#301730] 

Almost due south of Florence, Castello di 
Volpaia, and the village Volpaia, have been 
involved in winemaking since at least the 12th 
century. With their history and background, we 
were not surprised to find a wine this good; the 
low price, however, was quite the bonus! 

“Citto” in the Tuscan dialect means “young 
boy.” In the tradition of Bordeaux Chateaux — 
Mouton Rothchild has its Mouton Cadet, Cheval 
Blanc has its Petit Cheval — Castello di Volpaia 
has its Citto. A blend of 65% Sangiovese and 
35% Cabernet Sauvignon, this is a great wine 
for spring dishes as well as early summer fare 
and potential outdoor dining scenarios. 

The nose is a warm melange of brown 
spices, strawberry tea and mixed red berries. 
The fresh fruit theme carries over to the palate 
as more strawberry and cherry flavors meld with 
black pepper and spice box, mineral and a touch 
of earth, rising toward a rich, rewarding finish. 
The quality-to-price ratio is out-of-the-world on 
this fantastic wine-- give it a try this month!

owadays, in this Mexican-food 
nation of ours, mole poblano is 
the Will Smith of the mole world: 
someone who was super-big way back 
when, but receded in popularity once 
newer, better options became avail¬ 
able and is now just there, still hanging 


around, but now so unremarkable you 
start wondering why it was big in the 
first place. You can find mole poblano at 
nearly every restaurant, and it’s always 
a giant bore: too sweet, too gloppy, the 
chicken too rubbery, with no heat and 
no nada. 

The last bastion of marvelous mole 
poblano is at a seemingly unlikely place: 
Los Reyes de el Elote Asado, a lonchera 
that parks off Chestnut Avenue and 
Main Street in big, bad SanTana. It’s leg¬ 
endary for its roasted corn and esquites, 
but the owners are from Puebla and 
have expanded the menu mightily 
over the years. The secret specialty? 
Mole poblano. It’s slathered on most 
everything, from huaraches to mulitas 
to even a wet burrito, but you can best 
appreciate the mole poblano in the form 
of a humble taco. Spruced up with just 
a thin layer of refried beans, this mole 
poblano is the Steve Buscemi of moles: 
something that’s always just there, that 
you want to dismiss as just another 
face in the crowd, but which constantly 
stuns with its performance. The mole’s 
heat and sweet impresses gracias to 
judiciously placed serrano slivers. The 
chicken is grilled just right, chopped 
into perfect nubs. Ask for it in a tortilla 
hecho de mano, and the resulting earthi¬ 
ness ties everything together as per¬ 
fectly as a sheepshank.

Italian Snow Cone at ARC 

D uring the hot, humid summers of my 
misspent youth in New Jersey, my grand¬ 
mothers neighbor, an old Italian woman with 
eyes in the back of her head who cooked like 
an angel and could whup you with a cook¬ 
ing spoon from 10 feet away, would go into 
the basement and bring out her ice shaver, 
a cantankerous old machine with a cloth- 
wrapped wire that must have come in a box 
marked, "I like Ike." Then she'd send me and 
her grandson to the store to buy a bag of ice, 
and she'd go to work. The noise from that relic 
(the machine, thank you) was unbearable, but 
it put out absolutely perfect shaved ice that 
could be packed into round balls that didn't 
fuse into a giant cube. 

Then she'd bust out the amari—bitter 
mixes of herbs and spices distilled and infused 
into grain alcohol—pour them on the snow 
cones she'd made, and we'd all get faded, 
carousing and singing "Vieni sul mar" off- 
key until the police found us collapsed in a 
sodden, drunken heap of cut-off jeans and 
support hose. Okay, that last part might be an 
exaggeration—I'm pretty sure it was benign 
anise or lemon or cherry syrups, though she 
made them all from scratch—but if it weren't, 



the Italian Snow 
Cone ($12) at ARC 
in the SoCo Collec¬ 
tion would be what 
we had. 

THE DRINK 

The Italian Snow Cone 
is made from those 
bottles you usually see 
gathering dust in the back of the bar, strange, 
unloved concoctions whose descriptions 
don't exactly inspire the desire to taste them. 
It's principally made of Cynar ("chee-nar"), 
which is principally made of artichokes. Yes, 
bitter artichoke. Yum. Add to that Aperol, 
which contains rhubarb, gentian, bitter orange 
and cinchona bark (the thing that gives tonic 
water its flavor). It's balanced with citrus and 
mint, but there's no disputing it: This drink is 
made of Old Man Liquors. Yet somehow this 
is the world's most perfect summer drink; the 
bitterness of the amari is cut by the citrus, 
and the mint provides a slightly sharp tang, 
more scent than flavor. It's served with a metal 
straw with a small paddle on the end, and 
you'll find yourself crunching the granita-like 
ice for as long as it lasts.

Cinema Viet 

The Vietnamese International Film Festival showcases 
a national and diaspora movie industry on the rise

W hile local cinephiles are right¬ 
fully counting down the days 
until the Newport Beach Film 
Festival kicks off (and don’t forget to pick 
up our cover story on the shindig in two 
weeks!), another movie series has quietly 
created its own tradition of excellence. 
Now in its sixth year, the Vietnamese 
International Film Festival celebrates 
Vietnamese and Vietnamese diaspora 
filmmakers in a two-weekend engagement 
that showcases 69 films, including 18 fea¬ 
tures—the most screened at the festival to 
date. The theme this year is “Flash Back 
11 Flash Forward,” celebrating cinematic 
achievements of filmmakers from the 
past to the most recent contributions 
from Vietnamese filmmakers today. And 
though space prohibits a full discussion 
of each entry (maybe we can squeeze in a 
cover for them next year ...), consider the 
following blurbs a quick intro to a film 
tradition ready to assert itself among the 
world’s greatest. 

One of the most renowned Vietnam¬ 
ese auteurs is Tran Anh Hung, who will 
receive the 2013 Inspiration Award from 
the festival. He presents his film Norwe¬ 
gian Wood (2010), followed by a Q&A ses¬ 


sion. Adapted from the novel by Haruki 
Murakami, Norwegian Wood is the story 
of Torn, a college student who falls for 
the ex-girlfriend of his deceased friend. 
Born in Vietnam, Hung moved to France 
after the fall of Saigon, where he studied 
at the Louis Lumiere film school. He won 
the Golden Cam¬ 
era award from 
Cannes and an 16:30 

Academy award 
nomination for his 
1993 debut fea¬ 
ture, The Scent of 
Green Papaya. 

Kim Nguyen’s 
War Witch 
tells the tale of 
Komona, a teen¬ 
ager living in sub- 
Saharan Africa 
who is abducted 
from a rebel army and forced to go to 
war. With help from an older boy named 
Magician—and the ability to see ghosts 
who warn her of impending danger—she’s 
able to survive life as a child soldier. Told 
through Komona’s own voice, the film 
explores her world as she faces war, teen 


love and pregnancy. War Witch was nomi¬ 
nated for Best Foreign Film at the 2013 
Academy Awards. 

Due Nguyen’s Stateless documents the 
lives of Vietnamese refugees as they try 
to find asylum in the Philippines 16 years 
after their departure from Vietnam at 
the end of the Vietnam War. Unable to 
gain legal citizenship in the Philippines, 
and facing a cruel regime if they return 
to Vietnam, each refugee has a story of 
being stranded in between two nations 
and unwelcome in either one. It isn’t until 
a young lawyer from Australia decides to 
crusade for their rights that more than a 
thousand successfully relocate to Europe 
and the United 
States (keep your 
eyes peeled near 
the end for some 
exterior shots 
of the Ronald 
Reagan federal 
courthouse in 
SanTana!). 

Orange County- 
based producer- 
director team Dan 
Tran and Le-Van 
Kiet bring their 
horror gem The 
House in the Alley. Following the death 
of their newborn, a young couple tries to 
recapture the balance in their lives as they 
deal with the aftermath. The husband, 
Thanh, is torn between his familial obli¬ 
gations and his wife Thao’s vulnerable 
mental state. Soon, Thanh starts to notice 


that something in the house is amiss; a 
paranormal presence has taken over Thao 
and (in true paranormal-horror film fash¬ 
ion) must be stopped before it’s too late. A 
box-office success in Vietnam, House was 
recently picked up for global distribution. 

If you’re opting for some lighter mate¬ 
rial, the festival abounds with family- 
friendly short films, followed by Q&As and 
panels with the filmmakers for shop talk 
about the industry and the filmmaking 
process. Speaking of family, the festival is 
free to high school students at SanTana’s 
Bowers Museum for High School Day and 
again to senior citizens at the Bowers for 
Senior Citizen Day. 

The eight-day festival convenes in 
these locations: UC Irvine, Edwards 
Cinema at the University Town Center, 
Bowers Museum and UCLA. Opening 
night reception after the kickoff film, 
Beyond the Mat , takes place at the Steel- 
head Brewing Company at University 
Town Center (beer and cinema—it’s a 
winning combination!). A celebration of 
culture as much as it is a celebration of 
cinema, the Vietnamese International 
Film Festival shows that while Viet¬ 
namese cinema is still underrated on 
the global market, it’s on the rise and 
poised for international success in the 
years to come.

HIMMATWALA The pseudo-progressiv- 
ism inherent in Himmatwala, an action- 
comedy remake of the 1983 Bollywood 
action-drama of the same name, makes 
toxic camp of otherwise meaningless 
kitsch. Though the film's lead protago¬ 
nist, played by Ajay Devgan, exclaims 
that history should not repeat itself, 
nothing about the new Himmatwala 
is different from the old one except 
that the remake's creators constantly 
wink at their audience. Set in 1983, this 
Himmatwala nostalgically re-imagines 
the '80s as a time when real women, 
wearing hoop earrings and scrunchies, 
were terrorized by misogynists, and 
real men earned money by fighting in 
disco clubs decorated with pictures 
of Jean-Claude Van Damme and Pac- 
Man. Himmatwala otherwise follows 
the same plot as its 30-year-old prede¬ 
cessor. Ravi (Devgan) returns home to 
get revenge on Sher Singh (Mahesh 
Manjrekar), the corrupt politician that 
drove his father to suicide. To get back 
at Singh, Ravi hatches a plan with 
Rekha (Tamannaah Bhatia), Singh's 
daughter, and blackmails his rival by 
threatening to leave Rekha pregnant 
out of wedlock. The preposterousness 
of Ravi's plan is symptomatic of the 
prevailing wrong-headedness. While 
the creators constantly joke about 
how dated their film is, their latently 
sexist avenging-white-knight hero isn't 
substantially different from the original 
Ravi. So while Ravi's denim vest is now 
supposed to be funny, the fact that, 
as in the earlier film, he needs to stop 
a thug from plunging a knife into his 
girlfriend's crotch is not. (Not Rated)

JURASSIC PARK 3D "They do move 
in herds," Sam Neill marvels, purport¬ 
edly gazing at his director's miracle 
dinosaurs but in reality directing his 
wonderment right into the camera— 
and right out at us, the viewers whose 
herdability made such smash suc¬ 
cesses of Jurassic Parks one and two. 
(Our failure to turn out for director Joe 
Johnston's part three suggests that 
we at least prefer to be corralled by a 
master.) If you want to feel better about 
how Steven Spielberg can cue your 
brain to stirrings of fear or awe, it helps 
to think of him not as an artist but as 
an m.c.: Dude moves the crowd. Now 
converted to more-impressive-than- 
usual-3D,the original Jurassic Park 
is again set to herd in an audience, 
this time of parents already apprecia¬ 
tive of its uneasy mix of Spielbergian 
wonder and Spielbergian terror, and 
of kids ready to discover the perverse 
pleasure of watching actors in their 
own demo scream and weep at the 
gnashing of T. rexes. Schindler's List, 
the other Spielberg hit of '93, acknowl¬ 
edged that children in terror are actu¬ 
ally no fun at all; perhaps that's why 
that one's shown as homework and this 
one's given a multiplex re-issue. The T. 
rex is worth the wait, but the wait itself 
is even more memorable—that water¬ 
shaking rumble scene was the go-to 
demo reel for peddlers of surround- 
sound home theater systems for most 
of the '90s. For all the still-dazzling 
CGI and creature puppetry, what sells 
this is the storm's-coming wonder 
Spielberg hadn't summoned so smartly 
since Close Encounters, here spliced 
with the candied dread of Jaws. (PG- 
13) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

TATTOO NATION "Tattoos used to be 
a sign of rebellion; now they're just a 
sign that you went to the mall," says 
a smarmy reporter in a news clip that 
is woven into the documentary Tattoo 
Nation. That flippant dismissal is turned 
on its head as director Eric Schwartz 
tracks the origins and evolution of 


Black and Gray, the style of tattoo 
art born in Southern California when 
prison culture and Latino street culture 
pollinated one another. Illustrated over 
the course of 90 minutes is a multi¬ 
layered art form that, for those who 
get tattooed and those who wield the 
ink apparatus, is part spiritual state¬ 
ment, part artful expression, and far 
more than a mall-rat trend. Filled with 
interview footage of the OGs (Ed Hardy, 
Charlie Cartwright, Jack Rudy, Freddy 
Negrete) who forged the style that 
has become a global phenomenon, 
the film follows the standard doc 
template in terms of craftsmanship. 

In content, it skirts being lachrymose 
when tackling the anti-Latino bigotry 
that helped spawn the Pachuco culture 
that spawned the cholo culture, which 
is one of the roots of Black and Gray. 
And you can't help but wish Schwartz 
had devoted more space to discussing 
the global history of tattooing to bet¬ 
ter situate the SoCal style. However, 
the images of the style as it evolves, 
and especially those that fill the last 
15 minutes, are so beautiful and often 
majestic that they overshadow the 
film's small shortcomings. (Not Rated)

ADMISSION Tina Fey is a killer comic 
actress—she could probably start and 
stop a Rolex with nothing but brain¬ 
waves. But even though she brings 
much more to the role than the movie 
asks of her, Admission doesn't have 
the courage to suggest that a childless 
woman who's doing work she loves 
just may have it all—or at least her 
all. Fey plays Princeton admissions 
officer Portia Nathan, a character 
who admittedly doesn't quite love her 
work, though she doesn't know that, 
yet. What's missing from Portia's life? 
Might it be ... a child? An old college 
classmate, John Pressman (Paul Rudd), 
the half-twinkly, half-insufferable 
principal of an alternative high school, 
has contacted her about a weird but 
brilliant student named Jeremiah (Nat 
Wolff). Pressman believes Jeremiah 
might have a shot at Princeton. He also 
drops the bomb that Jeremiah might be 
Portia's son. Once she begins to see 
herself in him, Portia begins pulling 
Ivy League strings for this economi¬ 
cally disadvantaged yet extraordinarily 
bright kid, who might be what he 
Princeton student body needs—and 
what the admissions system guaran¬ 
tees Princeton is unlikely to get. Great 
comic actresses—like a Stanwyck or 
Streisand—can have a direct line to 
feelings we'd rather not air. Fey is on 
that track; her Portia is both madden¬ 
ing and deeply sympathetic—there's 
warmth behind her crispness, even if 
it's not the fresh-baked-cookie kind. If 
Admission were sharper, it could be 
the ultimate Mother's Day movie: A 
picture about a nonmother who cares 
deeply for the next generation, even 
when it hasn't sprung directly from 
her own womb. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

.THE CROODS Regardless of its cave- 
men-acquire-brains plot, The Croods 
is no more evolved than your average 
kids' film, boasting modern attitude, 
animal-sidekick comic relief, familial 
struggles, and roller coaster action. 
While rife with contemporary lingo that 
makes little sense for a story about a 
prehistoric clan facing extinction, Kirk 
DeMicco and Chris Sanders' bouncy 
CG adventure at least partially offsets 
its stock formula with passable one-lin¬ 
ers and sincere heart. The latter comes 
from the tense relationship between 
cro-mag dad Grug (Nicolas Cage), who 
values survival in dark caves over liv- 
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ing in the light, and curious and head¬ 
strong daughter Eep (Emma Stone), 
whose rebelliousness blossoms after 
meeting creative-thinking, fire-making 
hunk Guy (Ryan Reynolds). Amid chase 
sequences set in an Avatar-ish old- 
Earth of colorful fantasy animals and 
enormous vegetation, Guy introduces 
the Croods to inventions like shoes 
and umbrellas—newfangled ideas that 
threaten Grug's patriarchal authority 
and bond with Eep. That these ancient 
ancestors of ours have superhuman 
strength and speed is as perplexing as 
their banter is incessant. Their good- 
natured tale, however, does sweetly 
reconfirm that there's life still in the 
oldest jokes, such as a father's fear of 
his daughter dating—or, via a running 
gag involving Grug and Gran (Cloris 
Leachman), of a husband's hatred of 
his mother-in-law. (PG) Nick Schager. 
Countywide. 

FROM UP ON POPPY HILL It's right 
out of a cheap melodrama," one char¬ 
acter remarks in From up on Poppy 
Hill, after a particularly extreme twist 
of fate—yet this film's gentle storytell¬ 
ing manages to extract the emotional 
payoffs of melodrama without ruin¬ 
ing one's suspension of disbelief. A 
film about fathers and children, and 
the way we use the past as a prism 
for the present, Poppy Hill is fittingly 
a collaboration between Japanese 
anime master Hayao Miyazaki (Spirited 
Away) and his son Goro (Tales From 
Earthsea). Our endearing protagonist 
is Umi (voiced by Sarah Bolger), a high 
school student in Yokohama, 1963. With 
an absent mother and a dead father, 
Umi has plenty of responsibilities, but 
adolescence being what it is, she's 
dragged into helping her crush, Shun 
(Anton Yelchin), save a local clubhouse 
from demolition. If the film was merely 
a depiction of adolescent longing, its 
portrayal of that state alone would be 
worth your $12—unconstrained by 
the limitations of the human face, the 
animators paint remarkably nuanced 
states of teenage distress onto their 
principals. (You may be brought back to 
your own pimple-laden past.) Yet Poppy 
Hill also explores Umi's attempts to 
identify with a father she barely knew 
for the sake of her own budding indi¬ 
viduality, and Shuns attachment to the 
clubhouse out of respect for its past. 
Some third-act revelations may really 
test the scales of plausibility, but Poppy 
Hill ultimately is not about its story as 
much as the emotional states it probes.

GINGER & ROSA Private dramas unfold 
against the backdrop of broader his¬ 
torical terrors in Sally Potter's absorb¬ 
ing coming-of-age drama Ginger & 
Rosa, set in London in 1962 as fears 
of nuclear war loom. For Ginger (Elle 
Fanning), the more central of the two 
eponymous teenage protagonists, the 
world—on both the micro and macro 
levels—is about to burst. Best-known 
for 1992's lush Orlando, Potter here 
forgoes her earlier unconventional 
predilections for a simple, direct 
narrative, although she sometimes 
overemphasizes points she's already 
made clear. The connection between 
nuclear bombs and nuclear families 
is made quite literal in the prologue: 
Opening with archival footage of an 
atomic mushroom cloud, the movie 
cuts to the birth of the title charac¬ 
ters, both pushed out into the world 
the same year as the bombing of 
Hiroshima. Seventeen years later, best 
friends Ginger and Rosa (Alice Englert) 
have blossomed into self-dramatizing 
adolescents, always decked out in 
turtlenecks, toggle coats, and other 
Beatnik-inspired ensembles. Ginger 
name-drops Simone de Beauvoir and 
proudly announces that is going to be 


a poet, while Rosa favors more carnal 
pleasures. Their responses to radio 
broadcasts about nuclear buildup also 
reflect their diverging beliefs: Ginger 
thinks they should protest; Rosa sug¬ 
gests they pray. Although the climax 
is overripe and poorly paced, Potter 
restores the calmer, observational 
tone and mood that distinguish much 
of Ginger & Rosa in its closing min¬ 
utes, a lovely summation of its main 
character's age-appropriate contradic¬ 
tions. Sitting silently, Ginger reflects, 
somewhat grandiosely, on what awaits 
her as an adult in a poem about the 
future—verse that is rendered in the 
simple rhyming scheme of a child. (PG- 
13) Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

HAVA NAGILA (THE MOVIE) 

Something like the doc equivalent of 
a Yiddish-humor bathroom book, vet 
TV-doc producer Roberta Grossman's 
tirelessly glib little movie tracks the 
cultural trajectory of the eponymous 
song, "from Ukraine to YouTube," 
and makes a big tzimmes along the 
way about "being Jewish," as if that 
required practice. The historical 
roots of the song in the nigunim of 
Eastern European shtetls are traced 
within the first 15 minutes; thereafter, 
Grossman relishes doodling on the 
American diaspora and the growth of 
affluent Jewish culture after World 
War II, when the ubiquitous party ditty 
got covered by everyone from Harry 
Belafonte (interviewed) to Bob Dylan 
(not), and grotesque bar mitzvah fetes 
were the defiant answer to memories 
of the Flolocaust. Patronizing from 
toe to chin, the film opts continually 
for self-congratulation and cheesy 
aphorism, and could've-should've been 
comfortable slotted into a half hour of 
airtime on TJC (channel 528 on Time 
Warner Cable). (Not Rated) Michael 
Atkinson. Edwards Westpark 8, Irvine. 

THE HOST Gross-out horror is never 
far from comedy, and The Host, Bong 
Joon-ho's giddy creature feature, is a 
broadly played clown show full of low¬ 
brow antics—itself a sort of monster 
as the top-grossing movie in South 
Korean history. The main attraction 
is a killer tadpole: It's an "It." Bong's 
allegory is deliberately free-floating; 
still, that the thing has its origins in 
American hubris is made clear in the 
prologue, set in a morgue on a U.S. 
Army base, where an overbearing 
American officer orders a hapless Mr. 
Kim to dump gallons of toxic chemicals 
down the drain and into the Flan River. 
Cut to picnickers on the riverbank, 
transfixed by something suspended 
beneath the bridge. The "It" falls into 
the water and swims over. Ordinary 
people, being what they are, mer¬ 
rily pelt the unknown creature with 
garbage until, with projectile force, it 
bounds ashore, grabbing the 11-year- 
old Park family granddaughter in 
its fishy clutches. From then on, it's 
personal. For the Parks, the monster 
comes to embody whatever irrational 
forces oppress them. Meanwhile, 
authorities explain (rather illogically) 
that the creature was carrying a 
mysterious virus. But is it the It or 
South Korea who is really the host? As 
amorphous as its creature, The Host 
has an engaging refusal to take itself 
seriously—and yet, however funny, it 
is hardly camp. The emotions that The 
Host churns up, regarding idiot author¬ 
ity and poisonous catastrophe, are 
raw. Is revulsion a form of revolt? (R) J. 
Floberman. Countywide. 

IDENTITY THIEF Here's a breakthrough, 
of a sort: The funniest scenes in 
Identity Thief are of Melissa McCarthy 
and Jason Bateman beating the hell 
out of each other. McCarthy—playing a 
multi-named serial liar and credit-card 
fraud artist we'll call Diana—clocks 
Jason Bateman with a vicious neck 


punch. Bateman—as yet another sane 
fellow whose life is infested with plot¬ 
driving crazies—clocks, tackles, and 
even brains her with the stolen bric- 
a-brac that clutters Diana's home. I'm 
not going to argue that this man hitting 
this woman for laughs is a progressive 
triumph. But it is at least a victory for 
whatever is the opposite of sexism. 
McCarthy gets bashed about like a 
Stooge, and she bashes back with 
riotous abandon. Sadly, the rest of the 
movie is a shambles. So, let it be said, 
this one time only: Here is a comedy 
that really could use more inter-gender 
violence. (I'll leave it to you to parse 
the sexual politics of McCarthy's insult 
after Bateman beans her with a knick- 
knack: "You throw like a fuckin' girl!") 
The rest of the film, they're solo acts, 
each doing what audiences expect: 

She yells and exhibits an unsocialized 
horniness; he regards her with dismay 
and disgust. Yes, disgust. There's 
no way around it: The producers of 
Identity Thief seem to find McCarthy's 
real-world body loathsome. Her big 
comic sex scene is ruined by direc¬ 
tor Seth Gordon's refusal to shoot her 
below the chin, and her Diana is later 
freighted with a sad-clown back story 
and given a princess makeover—pen¬ 
ance, perhaps, for having roughhoused 
like the boys in the first reel. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE INCREDIBLE BURT 

WONDERSTONE Steve Carell's 
gift is for men who might drown in 
their own obliviousness. When his 
40-year-old virgin insists that breasts 
feel like bags of sand, our laughter 
isn't just at his absurd cluelessness. 

It's at Carell the performer's ability to 
lay bare our near-universal impulse 
to lie to cover up our own ignorance. 
Carell again plays oblivious in the fit¬ 
fully inspired magician comedy The 
Incredible Burt Wonderstone, but 
he doesn't play human. As the magi¬ 
cian of the title, he's a dick David 
Copperfield on the decline, a third-rate 
casino act grinding through the same 
tricks in the same show he's been 
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doing for a decade. Unlike that virgin, 
Wonderstone is cruel and dumb, capa 
ble only of the most selfish and least 
inventive responses, which stiffs the 
long scenes of him sexually harassing 
poor Olivia Wilde (as Wonderstone's 
assistant) or berating Steve Buscemi 
(as Wonderstone's bickering partner 
in magic). It's a Will Ferrell-style 
part played by an actor lacking Will 
Ferrell's abandon. The film's biggest 
surprise is that, after Wonderstone 
loses everything, we're expected to 


feel something besides impatience as 
he learns to become a better person— 
and gapes like a child at the wonder 
of magic. The supporting cast is all 
first rate, although Wilde is asked to 
do nothing more than be pretty and 
earnest and put-upon. Done up like a 
goonish Brad Pitt, Jim Carrey applies 
his cartoon expressiveness to its most 
judicious ends in years, and James 
Gandolfini kills as a casino owner 
with no time for bullshit. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide.

Santanero sings the praises of Orange County’s seat- 

all of it

E ric Cocoletzi was used to people 
talking shit on Santa Ana. As a 
water polo player at Saddleback 
High School, he had to endure players 
from affluent teams raining down insults 
on the town he’s called home since birth. 

“We’d go to Costa Mesa or Newport, 
and all you hear is ‘Bunch of Mexicans, 
bunch of gangsters,’ ” the 29-year-old 
says. “ ‘You’re school is cheap. The city 
sucks.’ People always hated on it, calling 
it low-class and not as good as them.” 

Flashforward a decade, and downtown 
Santa Ana is now a destination for the 
county’s hipsters and foodies. But Coco¬ 
letzi became annoyed anew—this time at 
the area’s acolytes. “People were looking 
at Santa Ana as a place where people can 
get fucked up and faded,” he said. “The 
boosters only talked about the cool res¬ 
taurants and the bars. But I felt people 
were forgetting that the artists made 
it happening and cool. And downtown 
Santa Ana isn’t Santa Ana 100 percent. It 
doesn’t represent the whole city.” 

With no experience in publish¬ 
ing whatsoever, Cocoletzi and his pals 
decided to do something about it. On 
Cinco de Mayo 2012, the inaugural issue 
of Santanero popped up around the 
city, a free glossy zine filled with color 
photographs of art, interviews with city 
intellectuals, profiles on musicians and 
random doodles— Maximum Rocknroll via 
Harper’s. On the cover was an homage 
to the cover of the Rolling Stones’ Sticky 
Fingers: a closeup of Cocoletzi wearing 
a cinto piteado and Wranglers, the city’s 


Mexican reality and Mexican-American 
future boldly asserting itself with no 
shame whatsoever. 

Santanero (the word in Mexican Span¬ 
ish for someone from Santa Ana) has pub¬ 
lished monthly ever since, with a vibrant 
Web presence that has given the city a 
literary sense of place by highlighting all 
sections of its life, from the trendy spots 
to the dives, from tales of police harass¬ 
ment to local comic-strip artists, from 
Chicano nerds to gabachos more Mexican 
than pochos. And Cocoletzi has emerged 
as an ambassador who straddles Santa 
Ana’s brutal gentrification wars, as some¬ 
one who isn’t opposed to change but also 
demands that outsiders respect and inter¬ 
act with the working-class residents who 
made it so popular in the first place. 

“Santa Ana is it in Orange County,” he 
says. “No city is better—and I don’t just 
say it because this is my home and I plan 
to live here my entire life. Everyone else 
can hate, but those of us who truly love it 
know what’s up.” 

Publishing a zine seems an unlikely 
venture for Cocoletzi, even though he 
was once an English major. He currently 
works for the food department of the 
Santa Ana Unified School District and at 
Scott’s Seafood in Costa Mesa; he dabbled 
in culinary arts, music, guitar-making, 
and even engineering in his college years. 
But in 2011, a downtown Santa Ana boost¬ 
er’s group asked if Cocoletzi could head 
their social media efforts and create a 
magazine that would promote the area—a 
proposal that rankled him. 


“They wanted something like Better 
Homes and Gardens— very simple, la-dee- 
dah, smiley faces,” he says. “I didn’t want 
to do that.” In particular, he opposed the 
proposed publication’s emphasis on high¬ 
lighting only certain businesses, and its 
outright exclusion of the Latinos who had 
operated businesses there for decades, 
who were slowly getting pushed out. In 
fact, Cocoletzi says he told the Latino 
merchants to contact the booster group 
and complain—at which point he and the 
group parted ways. 

But the magazine idea stuck. “I’m 
old-school, I guess. I’m still physically 
attatched to the print form,” he says. 
Using a pirated version of InDesign and 
Photoshop and learning how to use them 
via YouTube tutorials, Cocoletzi and a 
staff of five took two months to do their 
debut issue—“all trial and error, us fuck¬ 
ing up and learning,” he admits. 

And it’s still trial and error. Cocoletzi is 
turning the publication into a bimonthly 
because “we all lose money on this” every 
time Santanero gets published. He’s still 
learning how to be an editor and pub¬ 
lisher—“Writers, I tell you!” he says with 
a laugh. But with the positive feedback 
Santanero has received and a glut of sub¬ 
missions in the archives, Cocoletzi and 
crew plan to make the zine a fixture in 
Santa Ana life. 

“A lot of people were impressed with 
the quality of it, and I did that on purpose,” 
Cocoletzi says about his decision to make 
it so professional. “When people heard of 
it, they expected it to be a shitty zine—‘It’s 
a publication from Santa Ana by someone 
who hasn’t done it before. It’s going to 
be pretty crappy.’ But I wanted people to 
respect what it was, and where it came 
from. Do it well, or don’t do it at all.”

A fter 30 years, Gilbert Gottfried still earns his 
living killing audiences with a repertoire of 
jokes that make your parents cringe and leave 
uptight media outlets demanding (bullshit) apolo¬ 
gies. In recent years, the Brooklyn-born comic took 


some serious public scrutiny for jokes about touchy 
events like 9/11 and 2011’s Japanese earthquake and 
tsunami. And yeah, some might think he’s too blue, 
too crass; that he brings up situations “too soon”; 
and that his voice is too shrill and his eyes are too 
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squinty—and they’d be right about all of it. 
And that is the exact reason fans of Gottfried 
find him so undeniably awesome. With a 
stop at the Irvine Improv this week, it’s best 
to leave your “square” pals at home. If you’re 
expecting family-friendly comedy from 
the guy who played Iago in Aladdin, you’re 
sorely mistaken. Before he heads to town for 
the gig, we jumped at the chance to chat it 
up and find out how he ended up in a ran¬ 
dom infomercial and why he now chooses 
to apologize to the people he offends with 
the utmost sincerity (wink-wink). 

OC Weekly: I happen to like comedy that’s 
kind of “twisted.” Have you always had such 
a sick sense of humor? 

Gilbert Gottfried: I guess I’ve always had 
a sick sense of humor. The funny thing is 
that through most of my career, I would go 
out of my way to work clean just so I would 
know if a bit was actually funny. I’ve always 
liked dirty jokes, sick stuff and dark humor, 
though. 

Did the Comedy Central Roasts lead to your 
involvement with the show The Burn? 

Yeah the Roasts are always fun for me. 

I think maybe Jeff Ross made me the 
announcer of The Burn because of that 
whole tsunami incident when I lost my 
voiceover job and this was like a way of say¬ 
ing, it’s okay over here. 

Yeah, that was wild, but a joke is a joke. And 
the “sushi delivery” one that you did made 
me laugh. 

Oh yes! [Laughs.] Well one thing that I 
thought wrapped the whole thing up so 
neatly was one guy tweeted, “Aflac fires 
Gilbert after discovering that he’s a come¬ 
dian.” It’s like, whenever there is a tragic 
situation there are usually about eight to ten 
jokes that come out immediately and spread 
throughout the world. Everyone is telling 
each other, but they did it at water coolers 
and now it’s on Twitter. 

Do tell... how did you end up doing the 
voiceover for the ShoeDini infomercial? 

I actually didn’t even have to audition for 
it! [Laughs.] If you watch the commercials 
for it, you’ll see old people falling to their 
death trying to put their shoes on—which 
is also the way most old people die nowa¬ 
days. Now, there are a lot of cynics out there 
who’ll say, “Why don’t those old people just 
sit down?” But that’s just people who have 
no heart. Old people are on their way to a 3 
p.m. dinner special and they don’t have time 
to sit. Plus, if an old person sits it takes them 
three hours to get up again. [Laughs.] 

Oh my god, so true! So do you think you’ll be 
doing some apologizing to the people of Irvine 
after your show? 

I feel at this point there should just be one 
apology and I can add in the name for the 
party I’ve offended. I’ve always said that 
the rules are, when you hear a joke and it’s 
funny, laugh; if it’s not funny, don’t laugh. 

I feel like those instructions should be 
handed out to everyone who ever hears 
a joke.

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To the Top on Their 
Own Terms 

Appreciating Suedehead’s role as the “Fugazi of soul”

W hen the members of Suedehead 
considered covers to add to 
their repertoire of original, 
modern soul send-ups, they searched for 
a meticulous representation of their band 
through borrowed song. The OC outfit, 
which boasts former members of Beat 
Union, the Distraction, TSOL, Hepcat and 
the Aggrolites, sought a perfect synthesis 
of the band’s strong punk rock, DIY back¬ 
ground with the weighty beats and fast 
tempo of traditional soul leanings. 

“We were joking around and said, 
‘We’re the Fugazi of soul,”’ says guitarist 
Chris Bradley, whose role in the 2-year- 
old band also includes graphics, stage 
design and overall aesthetic. With that 
joke in mind, the B-side for the band’s 
newest 7-inch “Lying In Bed” clicked. 

With a thumbs up from Fugazi’s Ian 
MacKaye, the band put the Suedehead 
stamp on the post-hardcore stalwarts’ 
“Waiting Room,” complete with horns, 
chord switch-ups, soulful singing and 
Hammond-style organ. They’ll play that 
and more Saturday during a daytime 
show at Slidebar in Fullerton. 

Their second cover choice is more 
straightforward, Spencer Davis Group’s 
“Gimme Some Lovin’.” Taking on the 
1960s B-3 foot-stomper is a nod to Davis 
and Suedehead co-founder Davey War- 
sop’s shared hometown, Birmingham, 
England. “It’s like if you put those two 
songs in a blender, it sort of sums up Sue¬ 


dehead, philosophically and musically,” 
Bradley says. “It’s everything we’re about.” 

By day, Warsop works as a recording 
engineer for local surf-apparel giant Hur¬ 
ley, which mixes music into the lifestyle 
brand equation. It was there that Warsop 
met Bradley, who was then senior envi¬ 
ronmental designer for the brand, but 
now works at Skullcandy. 

The friends started creating music 
together reminiscent of Get Happy-ers. 
Elvis Costello mixed with Sharon Jones 
and the Dap Kings. While recording some 
demos for Social Distortion at Hurley, 
Warsop shared rough versions of the 
songs he, Bradley and drummer Korey 
“Kingston” Horn were working on. 

Social D frontman Mike Ness breez¬ 
ily suggested that when Warsop’s new 
band finalized its lineup they should book 
shows together. Warsop took this as polite 
banter and refrained from packing his 
bags. A couple of months later, Warsop got 
the call to join Social D on tour despite the 
lack of an actual band. 

Warsop and Bradley scrambled. Within 
days they named the project, created their 
International Soul Rebel Society label, 
brought in Greg Kuehn on keys and Nic 
Rodriguez on bass (eventually replaced 
by Mike Bisch), and added a horn section. 
Before the tour, they rehearsed four times, 
played a show and mentally prepared to 
perform in front of thousands. 

Social D fans, not particularly known 
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for patience during opening acts, were 
the most intimidating aspect. “We were 
prepared to be spit on,” Warsop says 
with a humble laugh. Instead, Suedehead 
posed for pictures and signed autographs 
after shows. Riding in the van after the 
second gig, the guys talked future plans. 
“We all had the magic in our eyes,” Brad¬ 
ley says about their onstage chemistry. 

They decided that, yes, they were going 
to continue on and maintain control of 
the band’s business to keep it fun, even 
if that meant staying up with bloodshot 
eyes stuffing boxes for mail orders, which 
they do. Saying yes to taking risks is sort 
of their thing. 

“We’re more into talking ourselves into 
things than out of them,” Bradley says. 
Within months they were touring with 
Flogging Molly, playing Coachella and 
enjoying airtime on KROQ. In March, 
Suedehead took home the OC Music 


Award for Best Pop Band. 

“Things happen for a reason,” Warsop 
says about the band’s serendipitous yet 
short history together. “We are a little bit 
older, more mature, more focused. As long 
as you are working hard, saying yes and giv¬ 
ing 100 percent, everything else unfolds.” 

For now, the guys from Suedehead 
enjoy every second of their topward 
trajectory. “We never want to look at 
it like, ‘This sucks right now, but we 
can’t wait until we’re here,”’ Bradley 
says, raising his hand high in the air as 
a symbol of perceived success, before 
lowering it back down to eye level to 
make his point. “No, this fucking rules 
right now.”

Guns N’ Moses 

H ave you viewed Jim Carrey's recent 
video Cold Dead Hand! Clocking in 
just under six minutes, the video is a satire 
with a bull's eye painted on gun advocacy, 
Charleton Heston and Hee-Haw. Basically 
everything a rural white guy from the 70s is 
supposed to hold dear. Released four months 
after a celebrity PSA called Demand a Plan — 
which quickly followed the Sandy Hook Ele¬ 
mentary School shooting— Cold Dead Hand 
is a comedic take on the same gun-control 
rhetoric that tries to convince us to stamp 
out the Second Amendment. After all, that's 
what's good for all us regular folks, right? 

Celebrities have galvanized their demands 
to disarm Americans into a series of messages 
communicated through various media. Who 
could forget Demand a Plan's wide range of 
successful celebrities decrying gun violence, 


asking rhetorically, "How many more?" and 
"Enough!" and "Demand a Plan!"? 

Naturally, gun-toters fired back. For example, 
a YouTube rebuttal to the Demand a Plan video 
intercuts it with clips from movies and television 
shows featuring the aforementioned celebs 
shooting automatic weapons, handguns and 
rifles, often threatening or killing people, includ¬ 
ing children. 

There is a misunderstanding on the part of 
these perhaps well-meaning celebrities. 

Living in gated communities, shielded by 
bodyguards and private security, travelling first- 
class, thus avoiding contact with the masses, 
these celebrities may not realize what life is like 
on the streets of, let's say, Chicago. 

In 2012, there were 443 gun deaths in Chi¬ 
cago. A permit to own a firearm in Chicago 
requires firearm training, two separate back¬ 
ground checks and a firearm owner's identifica¬ 
tion card. There are no civilian gun ranges, and 
assault weapons and high-capacity magazines 
are banned. 

Though gun statistics vary wildly depend¬ 
ing on source and agenda, one statistic states 


that there are 7,640 legally owned firearms in 
Chicago, while 7,400 guns used in crimes were 
seized by law enforcement in 2012. Presuming 
that not all gun crimes were solved and weap¬ 
ons involved confiscated, there are many more 
guns in the hands of criminals than law-abiding 
gun owners. 

Should law-abiding citizens have their Con¬ 
stitutional rights taken away because of the 
actions of criminals? 

Jim Carrey thinks so. In the Cold Dead Hand 
video, rural white male gun owners are parodied 
as Hee-Haw hillbillies. His portrayal of Charlton 
Heston as a paranoid conspiracy nut is startling 
in its presumptions. Mr. Carrey then sings "Cold 
Dead Hand" as Lonesome Earl and the Clut- 
terbusters. The lyrics hit gun owners below 
the belt: "You're a big, big man/with a little bitty 
gland" and "Your chariot may not be swinging 
low," for example. 

I found his song and video to be extremely 
bigoted in its depiction of rural music and 
culture, its singling out of white males, and, 
especially, its stereotyping of them as having 
small penises. 


I would hope that Mr. Carrey would follow 
up with videos about black rappers, Mexican 
drug cartels, Hell's Angels, military veterans and 
police officers, as to be fair, would they not also 
have small penises, being gun owners? 

What about women who own guns? Perhaps 
it's penis envy; and they all wish they had small 
penises like the guys. 

It is my opinion, through my personal experi¬ 
ences, that white men who own guns don't have 
abnormally small penises.

W e all know that in addition to aged 
steaks and lobster tail, La Cave 
serves up a variety of musical genres in its 
guise as Costa Mesa's favorite burgundy- 
brown den of decadence. While indie 
bands and trance DJs have done well on 
the calendar alongside Phil Shane, '80s & 
'90s flashback night, and legendary Frank 
Sinatra impersonator David Kinwald, one 
style of music is always conspicuously left 
out: metal. 

Sure, you might not automatically imag¬ 
ine mosh pits, filet mignon and vintage '60s 
decor all in the same bar, but Beneath the 
Buried is trying to change that. It's been a 
little more than a month since singer Kevin 
Havic and his leather jacket-wearing, skull¬ 
bashing band from Newport Beach signed 
on to play a metal residency, vowing to turn 
La Cave into a headbanger's refuge every 
Tuesday night. 

A contender for OC Music Award's Best 
Live Band and nominated for Best Metal, 
BTB was in need of something to galvanize 
their loyal crop of fans. Though the gigs 
they play at venues like Slidebar or the 
Glass House offer only a slightly different 
amount of space and ambiance, even a few 
band members questioned the decision. 

"I was also skeptical because La Cave's 
not really known for metal," Havic says. 


"We knew we were really gonna have to 
push this. When we first started we didn't 
even book opening acts, because we didn't 
know how we wanted to structure the 
night or how long it would last." But all it 
took was one successful acoustic metal 
set (how they managed to do that, we don't 
know) for the band to decide to put on a 
full show. 

They're not exactly the first band to bring 
guttural screams and beefy riffs onto the 
cramped stage. You might've seen bands 
like Wulf Bane and Railroad to Alaska 
turn the tiny dance floor into a small-but- 
furious mosh pit circa 2010. But lately those 
shredding performances have vanished, 
including the recently discontinued Metal 
Mondays at Slidebar. It's the kind of thing 
that really pushed Beneath the Buried to 
even take the gig in the first place. 

"This goes to show you that metal can 
pop up anywhere," Havic says. "This place 
is primarily known for jazz, and I think it's 
cool we can set a tone, knowing that Tues¬ 
day we can bring a solid rock night after a 
couple of years of nothing really being in 
that slot." 

Formed in 2009, the band's furious 
energy and destructive breakdowns found 
an early audience that eats up mosh-pit 
anthems "Halloween Hotel" and "Broken 
Bones," while Havic and guitarists Danny 
Taylor and Ian Molina thrash and smash 
into each other alongside bassist Brian 
Cabral and drummer Josh Animal. Add 
that to a rabid fan base that treats these 
guys like Avenged Sevenfold when they're 
onstage, and you've got a recipe for a show 
that offers anything but the usual fare. 

"Most people think of La Cave and they 
think of steak and lobster," says Havic, "but 
when I think of La Cave I think of sweat and 
mosh pits and having a good time."

I am trying to understand some sexual fantasies 
I have.They involve having sex with a woman 
who has a penis.
